Rumptives to the Southwest are guilty of lual* 

practice, was the de- 
cision of the South- 
western Conference on 
Tuberculosis in session 
at Waco, Texas. 
The morning session 
of the Conference was devoted to a considera- 
tion of plans for amelioratlcg the condition of 
consumptive strangers in the Southwest, and 
resolutions calling upon the Federal Govern- 
ment to convert militaiy forts and reservations 
into Tuberculoses hospitals were adopted. 

Ti»e question of discouraging further immi- 
gration ol cousunij»tivcs was disousscd at 
length. A few extremists advocated (piaran- 
tine restrictions, ljut this suggestion was re- 
jected by the Conference as inadvisable at 
this time. The advocates of publicity of the 
fate of poor consumptives as a deterrent of 
further immigration won the day, and it was 
decided to call upon the newspapers of the 
country to gi\'e publicity to the facts that 
there are no free hospitals for consumptives in 
the Houthwest; that the charity organizations 
have no funds for the care of strangers, and 
that suitable work is hard to lind. 

The Confereoco decided that it was inad- 
visable for Rjiy consumptives to come west 
without funds sufficient to maintain themselves 
for one year, and deplored physicians who ad- 
vised patients otherwise.
